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DR.  C.  H.  V.  SUTHERLAND 

Ashmolean  authority  on  Roman  Coinage 

Dr.  Humphrey  Sutherland,  the  foremost  Roman  numismatist  of  his  time  and  the 
distinguished  Keeper  of  the  Heberden  Coin  Room,  in  the  Ashmolean  Museum,  Oxford, 
from  1957  till  his  retirement  in  1975,  died  on  May  14.  He  built  up  the  department  into  an 
internationally  recognized  centre  of  numismatic  research  and  teaching,  based  on  its 
collection  whose  richness  he  did  much  to  increase. 

Carol  Humphrey  Vivian  Sutherland  was  born  in  1908;  and  educated  at  Westminster 
and  Christ  Church,  Oxford.  He  joined  the  staff  of  the  Coin  Room  in  1932,  as  part-time 
assistant  to  J.  G.  Milne.  His  first  major  numismatic  interest  was  the  coinage  of  Ancient 
Britain,  on  which  he  published,  in  1937,  his  earliest  substantial  work.  Coinage  and 
Currency  in  Roman  Britain.  In  this,  and  in  many  articles,  he  devoted  particular  attention 
to  the  barbarous  imitations  of  Roman  coinage,  of  which  lie  established  the  basic 
classification.  It  was  characteristic  of  the  breadth  of  his  interest  that  his  next  study  should 
have  been  Anglo-Saxon  Gold  Coinage  ( 1948),  based  on  the  unique  Crondall  hoard,  which 
through  his  initiative  was  acquired  for  the  Ashmolean  in  1944. 

There  next  appeared,  in  1951,  Coinage  in  Roman  Imperial  Policy ,  dl  B.C.-68  A.l). 
This  valuable  interpretative  study  of  the  contents  of  Roman  coinage  on  political  history 
was  the  fruit  of  many  years’  teaching  and  critical  analysis.  Since  1938,  Sutherland  had 
been  a  joint  editor  of  the  series  of  volumes  of  Roman  Imperial  Coinage ,  and  from  195 1  set 
himself  to  assemble  the  enormously  varied  and  complicated  material  for  the  period  294- 
313  A.D.;  the  result  was  the  first  systematic  study  of  this  coinage,  which  appeared  as 
volume  VI  in  1967.  In  1984  he  published  a  monumental  revised  edition  of  the  first 
volume,  covering  the  period  31  B.C.-69  A.D.  Other  works  included  The  Cistophori  of 
Augustus  (1970);  Catalogue  of  Coins  of  the  Roman  Empire  in  the  Ashmolean  Museum 
(1975)  with  C.  M.  Kraay,  and  Roman  Coins  (1974). 

Art  in  Coinage  ( 1955)  and  Gold  (1959),  reflected  his  interest  in  the  aesthetic  aspect  of 
coinage  (he  was  the  brother  of  the  artist,  Graham  Sutherland).  I  le  was  elected  a  student 
[i.e.  equivalent  to  Fellow  in  other  colleges]  of  Christ  Church  in  1945,  and  was  their 
extremely  active  Curator  of  Pictures  from  1947-1955  and  again  from  1970-1975. 

He  was  President  of  the  Royal  Numismatic  Society  from  1948-1953  where  he  did  much 
to  revive  the  life  of  the  society  after  the  restrictions  of  the  war.  He  was  also  President  of 
the  International  Numismatic  Commission  from  1960-1973;  he  had  been  a  member  of  the 
Royal  Mint  Advisory  Committee  since  1963;  and  was  a  governor  of  Westminster  and 
Wallingford  schools. 

Many  honours  came  to  him  from  home  and  abroad.  Oxford  University  conferred  on 
him  a  D.Litt  in  1945;  in  1970  he  was  created  a  CBE  and  elected  a  Fellow  of  the  British 
Academy.  Academic  pre-eminence  was  combined  in  Sutherland  with  humanity,  kindness 
and  scholarly  humility.  His  colleagues  and  generaticTns  of  his  pupils  have  cause  to  be 
grateful  for  his  unfailingly,  thoughtful  and  practical  concern  for  their  interests.

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IS  THE  BRANCH  WITH  POMEGRANATES 
REALLY  A  PRIESTLY  SCEPTER?

According  to  newly  discovered  evidence,  the  branch  with  three  pomegranates  shown  on 
the  reverse  of  the  shekel  of  the  First  Revolt,  A.D.  66-70,  probably  represents  a  scepter 
used  by  the  high  priests  of  the  Temple  in  Jerusalem.  This  evidence  is  the  result  of  a  chance 
find  by  a  French  archaeologist  and  epigrapher,  Andre  Lemaire,  in  an  antiquities  shop  in 
Jerusalem.  The  discovery  has  been  published  in  the  Biblical  Archaeological  Review 
(BAR)  volume  X,  No.  1,  January/February,  1984.  It  concerns  a  small  pomegranate 
carved  out  of  ivory. 

The  story  reads  like  a  classical  detective  novel.  Mr  Lemaire,  in  search  of  his  speciality, 
ancient  Hebrew  seal  inscriptions,  visited  several  antiquities  dealers  in  Jerusalem.  In  one 
he  was  shown  a  small  ivory  pomegranate,  obviously  very  old  and  inscribed  with  ancient 
characters.  The  pomegranate  is  shaped  in  the  form  of  a  sphere  with  expanded  petals  at 
the  top.  It  was  1.68  inches  (43mm.)  high  and  0.83  inches  (21mm.)  in  diameter.  Its  base 
was  flat  and  had  a  small  hole  cut  into  the  centre.  Mr  Lemaire  surmises  that  the  hole  was 
meant  to  take  a  rod  or  shaft  as  a  handle.  The  pomegranate  had  six  petals  springing  from  a 
narrow  neck  above  the  sperical  body  and  two  petals  and  a  part  of  the  body  had  been 
broken  off  in  ancient  times.  Around  the  shoulder  was  an  incised,  continuous  inscription  in 
paleo-Hebrew  characters.  Some  of  the  letters  were  missing  where  the  breakage  had 
occurred. 

After  determining  that  the  object  was  authentic  and  not  one  of  the  many  fakes  which 
can  be  seen  in  the  antiquities  market,  Mr  Lemaire  photographed  the  pomegranate  from 
several  angles.  Unfortunately  the  dealer  did  not  know  where  and  when  it  had  been  found, 
or  if  he  did,  he  was  not  going  to  reveal  his  sources.  Mr.  Lemaire  speculates  that  it  was 
found  in  illicit  diggings  somewhere  near  Jerusalem  and  probably  in  one  of  the  many  tombs 
which  are  carved  into  the  limestone  hills  nearby.  The  pomegranate  has  now  disappeared 
and  is  probably  in  the  hands  of  a  private  collector  who  recognized  its  true  value. 
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Mr  Lemaire  studied  his  photographs  and  recognized  that  the  inscribed  characters  were 
in  the  same  script  as  that  in  the  Siloam  inscription.  This  was  carved  into  a  wall  ot  the 
Siloam  water  tunnel  built  in  705  B.C.  by  engineers  of  King  Hezikiah  to  bring  water  from 
the  Gihon  spring  to  a  reservoir  inside  Jerusalem.  The  water  was  needed  to  supply  the 
defenders  of  the  city  during  the  impending  seige  by  Sennacherib,  king  ot  Persia. 
Supplying  the  letters  missing  from  the  inscription  by  deduction,  Mr.  Lemaire  translated 
the  words  as  ‘Belonging  to  the  Tem[ple  of  the  Lor|d,  Holy  to  the  Priests'.  He  then 
explained  that  pomegranates  were  often  used  on  ritual  implements  of  the  ancient 
I  Jebrews.  The  Bible  mentions  them  as  being  woven  into  the  vestments  of  the  1  ligh  Priest, 
Aaron,  as  decorations  (Exodus  28,  33-34).  Carved  pomegranates  adorned  the  capitals  of 
the  Temple  ( 1  Kings  7,  42)  and  the  fruit  is  often  highly  ranked  in  the  Bible  along  with  the 
grape  and  tig.  The  pomegranate,  according  to  Mr  Lemaire,  was  probably  used  as  a 
decorative  element  because,  with  its  multitude  of  seeds,  it  symbolizes  fruitfulness. 

The  article  in  BAR  illustrates  two  ivory  scepters  discovered  during  excavations  in  1930 
at  Lachish,  an  ancient  city  in  central  Israel.  These  are  ivory  shafts  terminated  by  ivory 
pomegranates  exactly  the  same  as  the  one  seen  by  Mr  Lemaire  and  therefore  they 
substantiate  his  theory  that  pomegranates  were  used  as  finials  on  scepters.  Dated  to  the 
thirteenth  century  B.C.,  they  are  9‘ inches  long.

When  I  examined  the  shekel  of  the  First  Revolt,  I  noted  that  the  branch  on  the  reverse 
shows  three  pomegranates  represented  in  exactly  the  same  form  as  the  ones  found  on  the 
ivory  scepters.  From  a  numismatic  point  of  view,  this  can  lead  to  the  following 
conclusions: 

First  The  branch  does  truly  illustrate  pomegranates.  Many  authorities  still  place  a 
question  mark  after  this  word  in  their  descriptions  of  the  reverse  of  the  coin.  We  now 
have  conclusive  evidence,  based  on  the  direct  similarity  of  forms,  to  identify  the  objects  as 
pomegranates.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  paleo-Hebrew  lettering  used  in  the 
inscription  on  the  ivory  pomegranate  reported  in  BAR  is  the  same  script  that  was  used  on 
the  coins  of  the  First  Revolt.  The  Judaeans,  in  revolt  against  Rome,  reintroduced  the 
older,  classical  Hebrew  forms  of  letters  on  coinage  to  express  their  nationalistic  feelings 
and  to  evoke  the  earlier  times  when  Israel  was  a  free  and  independent  nation. 

Second  The  branch  must  be  recognized  as  representing  a  scepter.  On  examination  of  the 
branch,  one  sees  that  it  is  rigidly  symmetrical  and  not  organic  or  natural  in  appearance  as 
the  limb  of  a  tree  would  be  portrayed.  Also,  the  branch  has  no  leaves  and  they  are 
normally  used  as  design  devices  on  coins  to  identify  the  species  of  plant.  We  know  that 
Judaean  engravers  could  render  foliage  and  organic  forms  in  a  very  natural  manner.  This 
is  proven  by  the  small  bronze  coins  struck  in  the  same  period  of  time  as  the  shekels.  These 
coins  portray  a  vine  leaf  and  tendril  in  a  most  realistic  manner. 
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Bronze  Ae  17  of  the  First  Revolt , 
Struck  in  A.D.  67.  showing  a  vine 
leaf  and  tendril.

Furthermore,  the  branch  with  pomegranates  has  at  its  bottom  a  distinct  dot  or  globe 
termination.  This  may  be  the  ‘pearl'  known  to  numismatists  and  which  is  used  in 
engraving  dies  to  begin  an  incised  stroke,  or  it  may  be  a  knob.  This  is  unnatural  for  an 
organic  element  such  as  a  branch  but  it  is  logical  for  a  man-made  object  such  as  a  handle 
or  shaft.  This  is  particularly  true  if  the  handle  is  made  of  cast  metal  and  the  mould  is 
usually  formed  with  such  globe  endings  to  facilitate  the  placing  of  molten  material.  Also, 
in  the  manufacture  of  a  handle,  such  a  knob  bottom  or  ‘pommel'  is  often  utilized  to  make 
holding  the  shaft  more  comfortable  and  to  prevent  it  slipping  in  the  hand  when  used. 

Third  The  obverse  of  the  shekel  shows  a  sacred  vessel,  perhaps  a  chalice,  which  was  used 
in  the  religious  services  in  the  Temple.  It  is  logical  to  expect  that  on  the  large,  principal 
silver  coin  struck  during  this  period  when  the  Judaeans  were  struggling  desperately  to 
regain  their  freedom,  another  important,  ritualistic  implement  would  be  portrayed  on  the 
reverse.  A  scepter  used  by  the  High  Priest  of  the  Temple  would  qualify  for  this  prestigious 
position  on  a  coin  far  better  than  an  ordinary  branch  of  a  common  tree. 

Based  on  the  evidence  and  arguments  given  above,  I  suggest  that  the  branch  is  really  a 
representation  of  a  priestly  scepter.  This  was  probably  made  with  a  metal  shaft,  cast  in 
gold  or  silver  and  terminated  with  a  pommel  at  the  bottom.  The  finials  were  three 
pomegranates,  carved  from  ivory  and  possibly  inscribed  around  the  shoulder.  Perhaps  the 
pomegranate  seen  by  Andre  Lemaire  in  Jerusalem  was  in  fact  one  of  the  original  finials  of 
this  beautiful  and  unique  religious  implement. 
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BIGBURY  COMES  TO  BLOOMSBURY

Not  many  museums  can  claim  to  have  a  travelling  mint  on  their  front  door  step  but  this 
is  what  happened  at  the  British  Museum  from  28  May  to  3  June  to  mark  the  opening  of 
the  new  exhibition,  "Money:  from  Cowrie  Shells  to  Credit  Cards".  The  Bigbury  Mint 
from  South  Devon  specialise  in  using  the  coining  techniques  of  the  days  before  the 
introduction  of  machinery.  Their  commemorative  pieces  and  coins  are  produced  in  the 
true  hammered  technique  by  David  and  Matthew  Holland  who  recreate  a  travelling 
mint,  engraving  their  own  dies,  striking  by  hand  and,  not  least,  looking  very  much  the 
part  in  their  medieval  knee  breeches. 

For  the  British  Museum  exhibition  they  have  produced  a  special  commemorative 
medallion,  3.5  cm  in  diam.,  in  bronze  and  hall-marked  silver.  The  obverse  features  the 
facade  of  the  museum  with  the  inscription  'Money'  in  the  pediment;  to  left  and  right 
are  the  monogram  and  logo  of  the  Bigbury  mint.  In  front  of  the  facade  two  coiners  are 
at  work,  one  seated  on  a  stool  to  the  left  holds  a  circular  blank  aloft  in  a  pair  of  pincers 
whilst  on  the  right  the  standing  tigure  brings  his  hammer  crashing  down  on  the  die  set 
on  its  anvil  between  them.  It  is  a  rather  pleasing  concept  in  design  and,  at  first  glance, 
is  very  reminisent  of  several  Imperial  Roman  pieces  that  feature  emperors  and 
musicians  standing  before  pedimented  temples.  The  reverse  is  in  the  style  of  a 
hammered  English  groat  or  similar  denomination.  Centrally  placed  vertically  is  the 
striking  hammer  with  the  date  1986  spaced  on  either  side  of  its  shaft  and  in  two  circles 
around  is  the  inscription,  Lombardic  style,  "BIGBVRY  MINT  AT  THE  BRITISH 
MVSEVM". 

The  Bigbury  Mint  will  be  operating  in  the  courtyard  at  the  British  Museum  again 
from  8-14  September  to  coincide  with  the  International  Numismatic  Congress.  The 
medallions  are  a  splendid  and  very  unusual  souvenir  of  a  magnificent  exhibition.  They 
are  available  priced  at  £3.80  in  bronze  and  £16  in  hall-marked  silver.

MONEY:  FROM  COWRIE  SHELLS  TO 

CREDIT  CARDS 

THE  NEW  BRITISH  MUSEUM  EXHIBITION

C  oins,  largely  due  to  their  physical  size  and  security  problems,  have,  as  every 
numismatist  well  knows,  always  been  the  Cinderalla  of  museum  displays.  Even  in  our 
national  collection  at  the  British  Museum  they  have  never  fared  too  well  although  in 
1978  a  major  gallery  exhibition  “200  Years  of  British  Coins  and  Medals”  was 
inaugurated  and  accompanied  by  a  booklet  written  by  Dr.  John  Kent.  Select  coins  have 
gradually  found  their  way,  on  loan  from  the  Department  of  Coins  and  Medals,  to 
appropriate  places  within  the  displays  of  others  of  the  antiquities  departments.  Now, 
'Money:  from  Cowrie  Shells  to  Credit  Cards”  in  the  special  exhibition  gallery  on  the 
ground  floor  has  gone  a  long  way  to  redress  the  balance. 

In  the  history  of  man  coins  are  a  relatively  recent  introduction,  only  some  2600  years 
old  and  preceded  by  barter  and  currency,  i.e.  metal  changing  hands  by  weight.  This 
new  major  exhibition  traces  the  story  and  function  of  money  from  its  earlist  recorded 
beginnings  in  the  cuneiform  texts  of  Mesopotamia  up  to  the  “plastic  money”  of  credit 
cards  today.  Weights  of  silver  and  grain  used  in  payment  are  recorded  in  Mesopotamia 
before  2000  BC;-the  carved  goose-shaped  weights,  the  head  turned  back  into  the  back 
feathers,  are  delightful  small  sculptures  in  themselves  but  the  grand-daddy  of  them  all 
must  surely  be  the  two-talent  weight  (about  60  kilos)  exhibited  that  comes  from  the 
city-state  of  Lagash,  c.  2260  BC.  Herodotus  of  Halicarnassus  in  his  Histories  of  the 
mid-fifth  century  BC,  tells  us  that  the  Lydians  invented  coinage  and  the  earliest  coins 
known,  and  here  exhibited,  come  from  a  deposit  in  the  foundations  of  the  great  temple 
of  Diana,  the  Artemision,  at  Ephesus  in  ancient  Lydia  and  date  to  the  last  years  of  the 
seventh  century  BC. 

Coins  are  obviously  the  major  feature  of  the  exhibition  but  it  is  the  imaginative  way 
they  are  presented  that  is  stunning.  First,  there  is  plenty  of  room  and  light  in  the  layout 
of  the  display  cases  and  the  constant  medium  blue  background  behind  the  exhibits 
enhances  and  projects  the  images.  A  great  deal  of  hard  work  and  research  has  gone 
into  providing  the  appropriate  and  interesting  supporting  material  for  the  coins, 
ranging  from  early  pre-coinage  records  inscribed  on  stone  or  written  on  papyrus, 
Greek  coinage  decrees,  etc.,  down  to  modern  materials  where,  one  notes  the 
Departmental  staff  are  much  to  the  fore  in  lending  appropriate  items,  even  a  pottery 
piggy  bank  (V.H.)!  With  the  vast  resources  of  the  British  Museum's  departments 
outside  of  Coins  and  Medals  available  some  very  interesting  items  have  been  brought 
together.  Outside  lenders  include,  naturally,  the  Royal  Mint  and  the  Bank  of  England 
(notably  a  magnificent  treasure  chest,  the  oldest  item  associated  with  the  Bank  and 
money).  Major  foreign  museums  have  also  been  generous  with  loans  and  it  is 
particularly  interesting  to  see  some  specimens  of  actual  ancient  dies  lent  especially 
from  these  sources. 

Enlarged  photographs  are  very  well  used  in  the  exhibition  to  explain  money  and  its 
uses  and  to  illustrate  the  pieces — in  the  former  category  a  detail  from  a  red  figure 
Greek  vase  is  very  expressive  as  a  man  bargains  with  three  raised  fingers,  to  the  lady's 
displayed  four,  as  to  price;  in  the  latter  category  of  special  note  is  a  wonderful,  huge 
enlargement  of  the  reverse  of  an  Athenian  tetradrachm  with  a  splendid  owl  on  which 
every  detail  is  beautifully  seen  magnified  out  of  all  proportion  to  its  small  original. 

Great  events  affect  money;  war,  revolution,  conquest  all  have  their  impact.  These, 
and  the  impacts  brought  about  by  abuse  and  forgery  of  coin,  are  all  included  in  this 
wide  ranging  examination  of  money  in  all  its  myraid  aspects,  its  sophistication  in 
technique  and  design,  the  basic  tools  themselves  from  the  early  days  of  hammered 
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A  few  of  the  hundreds  of  items  displayed  in  the  exhibition.  I  he  background  banknote  is 
a  French  colonial  issue  of  1000  francs  of  Reunion ,  retariffed  as  20  New  b nines.  Left  to 
right  are:  Janies  l  silver  crown,  London  1022 — f;  Silver  dekradraelun,  Syracuse, 
405  BC;  Roman  gold  ingot  with  official  stamps,  4th  century  AD;  silver  Roman 
Republican  denarius,  1st  century  BC;  silver  tetradraelun  of  Samos,  100  B(  ,  and  a 
Roman  bronze  folds  of  Maximian,  c.  300  AD. 

coins  that  only  gave  way  to  the  milled  coin  is  the  seventeenth  century  and  a  last  word 
in  modern  banking  techniques  and  computerisation.  This  discretely  leads  to  the 
sponsorship  that  has  made  this  exhibition  possible.  The  Nationwide  Building  Society 
gave  £50,000  towards  the  staging  of  the  exhibition.  Their  generosity  and  far-sighted¬ 
ness  has  been  recognised  by  an  award  under  the  Government’s  Business  Sponsorship 
Incentive  Scheme  which  is  administered  by  the  Association  for  Business  Sponsorship 
of  the  Arts.  The  award,  which  amounts  to  over  £16,000,  is  the  first  to  be  given  to  any 
sponsorship  for  the  British  Museum.  It  is  to  be  used  to  boost  public  interest  in  the 
exhibition  in  various  ways,  including  the  appearance  of  the  Bigbury  Mint  in  the 
Museum's  forecourt,  and  for  increased  paid  publicity  on  a  national  scale. 

T  his  exhibition  is  absolutely  splendid  and  a  “must" — it  can  be  enjoyed  on  two  levels, 
the  simple  aesthetic  one  of  interesting  material  well  presented  and  on  the  deeper 
interest  level  where  hours  can  easily  be  spent  in  viewing  it  in  detail.  It  is  the  biggest 
exhibition  that  the  British  Museum  has  ever  put-on  devoted  to  coins  and  their 
background.  There  can  be  no  doubt  that  it  will  do  nothing  but  good  for  ever\  aspect  of 
numismatics  and  the  public  awareness  of  coins  and  coinage  in  our  lives,  historically 
and  in  the  present. 

The  exhibition  opened  on  20  May  and  continues  until  2b  October.  There  is  a 
beautifully  produced  catalogue  cum  accompanying  book  available  with  a  special 
exhibition  price  at  the  British  Museum  of  £7.95  (£9.95  from  the  bookshops).  The 
catalogue  will  be  reviewed  in  a  later  issue  of  the  Bulletin. 
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A  CHARLES  I  ENIGMATIC  PIECE 


The  lead  'disc'  illustrated,  5.5cm  in  diameter  and  2mm  in  thickness,  is  uniface  with  only 
slight  scratchings  on  the  plain  reverse.  The  'obverse'  bears  the  shield  of  arms  of  England 
flanked  by  the  initials  CR  (Carolus  Rex),  surmounted  by  the  date  1626  and  the  initials  IM 
below  the  shield.  In  the  style  of  the  period,  the  latter  more  likely  represents  JM.  Around 
the  edge  is  the  Latin  inscription  AMOR  POPVLI  PRAESIDIVM  REGIS — the  legend 
that  is  found  on  the  reverse  of  gold  angels  issued  from  the  Tower  mint  under  the  King, 
1625-42.  It  translates  as  "The  love  of  the  people  is  the  King’s  protection’ — somewhat 
ironic  in  view  of  the  events  of  30  January  1649  when  the  King  was  executed  before  a  large 
crowd  in  Whitehall. 

The  piece  was  found  in  a  quite  deep  stratified  layer  in  Queenhithe  Dock,  London. 
Material  adjacent,  and  the  layer  itself,  indicate  a  seventeenth  century  date  and  a 
seventeenth  century  tradesman's  token  was  found  stratified  beneath  the  piece. 

Thus,  the  information  so  far,  but  what  is  it?  Despite  its  legend  taken  from  the  gold 
angel  it  is  not  of  the  right  design  or  size  for  an  association  with  the  coin.  Is  it  a  proof 
striking  in  lead  of  some  kind — the  work  is  quite  good;  is  it  a  concoction  of  later  date, 
perhaps  eighteenth  century  in  date  (it  is  certainly  not  one  of  the  products  of  that 
disreputable  pair  William  Smith  and  Charles  Eaton — Billie  and  Charlie);  whose  are  the 
initials  IM  or  JM?  The  Editors  would  welcome  any  comments  on  the  piece. 


BOOK  REVIEWS 


JOHN  CASEY,  Understanding  Ancient  Coins: 
An  Introduction  for  Archaeologists  and  His¬ 
torians.  London,  B.  T.  Batsford,  1986.  8;  x 
5 jin.  160  pp.  +  107  photos  +  21  line  illus¬ 
trations.  Cased  £14.95;  paper  bound  £9.95 
(postage  £1.50  extra). 

John  Casey  is  Senior  Lecturer  in  Archae¬ 
ology  in  the  University  of  Durham  where  he 
makes  extensive  use  of  numismatic  evidence  in 
his  teaching  on  Roman  Britain.  He  knows  his 


material  well  and  is  a  practised  excavator 
whose  re-assessments  of  a  number  of  well- 
known  Roman  sites  has  led  to  fresh  interpreta¬ 
tion.  In  the  numismatic  world  his  contributions 
to  symposia  and  conferences  have  always  been 
worth  following  and  here  he  has  distilled  much 
ol  this  and  his  teaching  into  an  invaluable 
introduction  to  ancient  numismatics  for 
archaeologists  and  historians;  it  will  also  edu¬ 
cate  quite  a  number  of  numismatists. 
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The  hook  is  very  eompaet,  its  chapters 
eovering  the  nature  of  coinage;  the  icono¬ 
graphy  of  coinage;  coinage  and  the  historical 
record;  coin  hoards;  coins  and  the  archaeolo¬ 
gist;  coins  and  economic  history  (the  mathe¬ 
matical  equations  here  are  mind  boggling); 
scientific  aspects  ol  coin  studies,  and  recording 
coins  and  the  publication  of  site  finds.  Each 
chapter  has  direct  and  pithy  comment  to  make 
and  involves,  in  many  instances,  the  reader  in 
really  thinking  the  problem  through  and  recog¬ 
nising,  under  Casey’s  guidance,  the  extensive 
information  and  ramifications  available  from 
proper  evaluation  -  the  pitfalls  are  also  very 
succinctly  pointed  out.  He  writes  "The  notion 
that  the  absence  of  coins  from  an  archaeologi¬ 
cal  deposit  is  as  important,  or  more  important, 
as  the  presence  of  coins  is  one  that  must  be 
stressed.  Archaeology  is  not  just  about  what  is 
found,  it  is  equally  about  what  is  not  found'  - 
how  true,  but  so  often  overlooked.  In  discuss¬ 
ing  coin  hoards  the  nub  of  his  argument  on 
p.  56  regarding  the  Arras  (Beaurains)  hoard  is 
lost  where  he  states  that  'a  large  part  of  the 
gold  coins  in  the  hoard  consisted  of  issues 
which  had  been  obsolete  as  currency  for  a 
century  before  the  burial'.  The  implication 
being  that  this  element  was  of  gold  coins,  when 
m  fact  it  was  actually  SI  worn  silver  denarii, 
probably  retrieved  on  a  punitive  raid  against 
German  tribes.  The  rest  of  the  gold  consisted 
of  medallions  and  aureii,  donativa  received  by 
a  high  ranking  career  army  officer  over  some 
25  years  service. 

The  overall  design  of  the  book  unfortunately 
leaves  a  little  to  be  desired:  ‘widows  and 
orphans'  (short  lines  at  top  and  bottom  of 
pages)  occur  on  10%  of  the  pages;  the  line 
drawings  are  over  reduced  which  makes  read¬ 
ing  difficult  (on  p.  61  no  one  bothered  to  check 
the  heading  CAEWENT  (sie);  the  crammed 
one  page  index  at  the  end  is  minutely  set  in  6 
point  type,  and  the  mourning  card  aspect  of 
the  plate  captions,  framed  in  their  funereal 
thick  black  lines,  is  rather  unhappy.  The  proof 
reading  also  slips  a  little  towards  the  end. 

This  book,  however,  should  be  set  reading 
not  only  for  the  aspiring  archaeologist  and 
historian  but  also  for  those  in  post  and  for  a 
good  many  numismatists  as  well  It  is  full  of 
good  practical  common  sense,  no  nonsense 
comments  on  numismatics  and  the  use  and 
interpretation  of  coins.  Although  many  of  the 
examples  cited  are  from  the  field  of  ancient 
coins,  the  practical  application  holds  good  in 
many  other  numismatic  spheres.  T  his  book,  to 
mix  one's  metaphors,  is  the  most  refreshing 


wind  that  has  appeared  in  numismatic-  publish¬ 
ing  for  many  years  and  is  heartily  recommeded 
reading.

BLUNT,  Sylloge  of  Coins  of  the  British  Isles, 
34,  British  Museum  Anglo-Saxon  Coins  l\.l, 
Aethelstan  to  the  Reform  of  Edgar  924-c.  973. 
London,  1986.  xliii  +  151pp.,  9'  x  7 '.in., 
including  56  plates,  cloth,  C35. 

This  34th  volume  of  the  Sylloge  will  be 
particularly  welcomed  by  students  ol  medieval 
numismatics  as  it  is  the  forerunner  of  nine 
further  volumes  that,  between  them,  will  pro¬ 
vide  an  up-to-date  catalogue  of  the  British 
Museum  collection  of  Anglo-Saxon  coins.  It  is 
now  almost  100  years  since  the  lirst  volume  of 
the  1887/1893  catalogue  appeared  and  since 
that  time  the  Museum  has  had  major  acces¬ 
sions  to  its  holdings.  This  fifth  part  in  the  new 
series  illustrates  1,284  coins  covering  the 
reigns  of  Aethelstan,  Edmund,  Eadred,  Ead- 
wig  and  the  earlier  issues  of  Edgar,  together 
with  the  coinages  of  the  Viking  rulers  Anlaf 
Guthrithsson  to  Erie  Blood-Axe,  kings  of 
York  and  districts  south  of  the  Humber,  and 
with  the  penny  of  Howel  Dda,  king  of  Wales. 
Part  iv,  the  volume  dealing  with  the  coinage 
immediately  preceding  these  issues,  Alfred 
and  Edward  the  Elder  871-924.  is  now  in 
preparation  by  Marion  Archibald. 

Over  the  last  few  decades  there  have  been 
major  advances  in  research  into  Anglo-Saxon 
and  Viking  coinages  and  this  present  volume 
follows  a  new  classification  of  tenth-century 
coinage  which  takes  into  account  both  differ¬ 
ences  m  design  and  variations  of  style  of  the 
regional  die-cutting  centres.  T  his  new  classifi¬ 
cation  will  be  dealt  with  in  detail  in  the  forth¬ 
coming  Coinage  in  Tenth  Century  England  by 
C.  E.  Blunt,  C.  S.  S.  Lyon  and  B.  II  I  II 
Stewart.  Since  so  many  of  the  tenth-century 
pennies  do  not  give  an  indication  of  the  mint  of 
issue  the  study  of  regional  styles  is  of  the 
utmost  importance  in  throwing  new  light  on 
the  coinage  of  the  period. 

Students  of  the  coinage  will  be  familiar  with 
the  foon  of  the  Sylloge :  each  of  the  56  plates 
illustrating  die  varieties  is  faced  b\  a  minimal 
text  reference  giving  details  which,  in  the 
main,  are  not  observable  from  the  plate,  i.e.. 
weight,  die-axis,  monever  s  name,  provenance 
and/or  donor,  reference  to  the  earlier  cata¬ 
logue  and  accession  number  and  date.  The 
museum's  collection  contains  main  rarities  in 
the  series  covered  bv  this  volume,  but  almost 
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equally  important  are  the  many  minor  variants 
and  variations  of  style  of  the  commoner  coins. 
It  will  obviously  be  an  immense  labour  to 
complete  the  whole  ten  volumes  in  the  new 


British  Museum  catalogue  but  the  authors  can 
rest  assured  that  each  one  will  receive  an 
enthusiastic  welcome.  Peter  Seaby
